She has no home, no friends, no money. She 
is in St. Louls because the first train she 

yaarded out of Terre Haute, after being re. 
buffed where she had expected to be wel- 
comed with open arms, completed its trip 
at Union Station. 

She has no destination, no purpose, no 
plans for future action. She is at she mercy 
of the world, with nothing to give it in re- 
turn for kindness, and unable to defend her- 
self against its buffets and outrages. 

She is 71 years old, and her form is bent 
with her years. Byt time has not sapped 
the vigor from her mind, and she realizes 
her position and suffers keenly. She recog- 
nizes the fact that her age incapacitates 
her from making an effort to help herself, 
and she sits in Matron Hunter’s room with 
despair written on her face. 

An unusual ,gtory runs through her life. 
She was a member of a wealthy Indiana 
Her eariiest recollections are of 
Terre Haute, near whieh her father lived 
in a beautiful home on a@ large estate. On 
an adjoining farm lived a tamily whose 
fortunes were as great as hers. its name 
was Matthews. There was a son, Horace 
H., handsome, strong and manly, and he 
wooed and won Rozella, who had been his 
playmate when they were children. The-r 
marriage attracted attention for miles 
around, and was an important. society 
event. 

That was 50 years ago. On the day after 
the wedding the happy couple started for 
the est to grow ‘up.wiih the country. 
When they reached Kansas they were tired 
of their long journey, so they gettied at 
the first inviting place they found. ‘They 
built a rude hut in the midst of a small 
tract of land which they selected for cul- 
tivation. They worked—he in the fieid and 
she in the home—and prospered. In the 
course of a few years the rude cabin 
was torn down and a more impos.ng struc- 
ture .took its place. The simple furniture 
of the first home ‘was discarded for the 
greater conveniences of civilized life. The 
prospects of the couple were bright and 
they hoped to achieve the same social po- 
sition in Kansas that their families had 
held in Indiana.

He found his 
wife still loyal and affectionate, but the 
prosperous farm had been decimated by 
roving hands of robbers and the domestic 
animals had been driven away. A land 
company had seized all the farm put a lew 
acres and had established & title to it. 
Matthews was discouraged, but set about 
retrieving his fallen foftunes. But he wat 
wounded at Gettysburg and, when he be- 
gah to work, the bullet in his body bean 
to trouble him.

An anti-trust decision of the Supreme Court of Indiana is 
an indication that the courts can be relied upon In the main 
to protect the public aeainst the exactions of these robbers, 
pending the political action of Congress and Legislatures. 

In this case a natural ras company was charged with hav- 
ing entered into an unlawful combination with the only other 
company supplying gas to the inhabitants of a town, whereby 
the price was raised to the level of extortion. On appeal the 
court decided that on the facts presented the company had 
violated the principles of public policy, abused the privileges 
conferred by the State and forfeited Its charter. 

The courts have often been accused, especially of late 
years, of leaning too much to the side of private interests in 
cases involving the public welfare. But In this, perhaps, they 
have only conformed to a popular bias which originated very 
early in the histery of the country, but which has come to 
be too much emphasized. Public policy requires a reasonable 
protection of both State and individual, and the people will 
welcome a modification in the temper of the courts in this 
particular.

Nearly all the strong men come from States west of the 
Alleghenies. Or'ginality and force are found among these 
members, who will in future have a larger influence in con- 
ceiving policies and shaping legislation. So far as person- 
ality is concerned the West is the dominant section. 

The Speaker, Mr. Henderson, is an Iowa man who has 
earned the honor to be conferred, by a long career of hard 
and effective work. He will be supported on the Republican 
side by strong and experienced men, the most conspicuous 
being Grosvenor of Ohio, Hitt and Cannon of Illinois, Cou- 
Sins and Hull of Towa and Loud of California. Among the 
Democrats are Richardson Tennessee, De Armond and 
Clark of Missouri, Allen Mississippi and Bailey of Texas, 
the swo latter being, to all intents and purposes, Western 
men, West and South are, for the present at least, 
sympathetic in temper. 

When Mr. Reed left Congress the weight of the East in the 
House was sadly diminished. And no other Eastern member 
even hopes to fill his shoes in. point of personal force a@d 
practical sagacity. 

The center of political gravity has shifted, once for all, to 
the West.
